Summek  am)  Fall  Terms. — Nellie  Littlefield,  Teachek. 

This  school  was  well  governed  and  made  very  'prais  worthy 
advancement  in  Heading,  Spelling,  and  Geography,  but  was 
somewhat  deficient  in  Grammar  and  Mathematics. 

Wixter  Term. — W.  B.  Moore,  Teacher. 

Mr.  Moore  is  a  good  instructor  and  an  accomplished  person. 
1  lis  presence  in  the  school-room  seemed  to  infuse  into  all  the 
feeling  that  things  done  by  halves  are  not  done  right.
